Many have already lett. “We 
m Argentina are contronting the 
Worst brain drain in our history.”

“Tt will take a 
generation for the country to re 
cover from this catastrophe.” 

Every morning, lines form at 
the Spanish, Ttabran and Tsrach 
embassies here.

or Italy can obtain visas to emi- 
grate there. And under Israel's 
“law of return,” any Argentine 
Jew is automatically entitled to 
Israeli citizenship. 

It is the flight of Argentine 
Jews, in fact, that dramatizes the 
choices facing many Argentines. 

According to the Argentine 
daily newspaper Clarin, in the 
first two months of this year, 
1,260 Argentine Jews moved to 
Isracl an explosive increase 
compared with 2001, when 1.300 
Argentine Jews emigrated to Is- 
racl over the entire year 

The first Jews came to Argen 
tina in the late 1800s, mostly from 
Russia, and many became gau 
chos

Were living in the country. But the 


country’s relatively tolerant atti 
tude toward its Jewish population 
changed in the 1970s. During the 
“dirty war. military juntas killed 
thousands of leftists, communists 
and Jews. Throughout the 1980s 
and 1990s. right-wing terrorist 
attacks on Jewish embassies and 
community centers killed hun 
dreds of Jews in Argentina 
Many here resent the new 
Jewish exodus. With the Israel 
government paying 525.000 per 
family to help Argentine Jews 
settle in Israel, some Argentines 
accuse ther Jewish compatriots 
of disloyalty and opportunism 
“Ata time when we are con 
fronting a grave situation, why ts 
Israel bribing Argentines to turn 
their backs on them nation?”

‘Without sanctuary’ — feds 
must also answer for lynchings 


Editor's Note: The South 
continues to slowly face up to Its 
past of racial violence, finally 
prosecuting the last alleged Bir- 
mingham chyrch bomber, and 
now opening a photo exhibit on 
lynchings called "Without Sanc- 
tuary.” But it's time. writes PNS 
contributor Earl Ofari Hutchin- 
son, for the U.S. government to 
address its own inaction and hos- 
tility toward ending Southern 
lynchings and prosecuting racist 
white murderers. Hutchinson

The opening in Atlanta last 
week of the controversial photo 
exhibit of lynchings. “Without 
Sanctuary,” dredged up horrid 
memories of a time when lynch 
law ruled the South. The exhibit. 
organizers say, 1s further proof 
that the South ts finally facing up 
toa hideous part of its past. From 
1882 to 1968, nearly 5,000 per- 
sons -- mostof them Black -- were 
burned. shot. and mutilated by 
white mobs in the South. That 
number ts almost certainly a gross 
undercount. Many deaths were 
never reported, and officials never 
investigated many that were 

But an even more troubling 
truth is that the Black victims 
were not merely victims of ram- 
paging white mobs; they were 
also victims of a racially indiffer- 
ent, even hostile federal govern- 
ment. Despite decades of intense 
lobbying by the NAACP during 
the lynch years. the White House 
refused to support and Congress 
refused to pass a federal anti- 
lynchine law. All attorneys gen- 
eral refused to push tor indict 
ments against public officials or 
law enforcement — officers 
complicit in racial murders. The 
PBI rarely investigated and even 
more rarely made arrests. Less 
than | percent of the lynch mur 
derers Were tried in state courts 

Federal officials claimed that 
ILwas the job of the states to pros 
ecute the murderers. Presidents 
John E. Kennedy and Lyndon B. 
Johnson reluctantly pushed the 
PBI to make arrests and the Jus 
tice Department to bring indict 
ments in three cases: the murder 
of three civil rights workers in 
Mississippi in 1964. Army Major 
Lemeul Penn's murder in Geor 
eta im 1964 and the slaying of civil 
nights worker Viola Liuzzo in Ala- 


bama in 1965. But these killings 
had triggered national outrage. 
and state officials had been defi 
ant in their refusal to take action 
When pressed for more prosecy- 
tions, federal officials balked. 

A shameful example of the 
government's see-no-evil, hear- 
no-evil stance toward racial mur- 
ders is the 1963 Birmingham 
church bombing that killed four 
black girls. The FBI almost im- 
mediately identified the bombers 
But when state prosecutors stone- 
walled the case, the Justice De 
partment flatly refused to being 
charges. The government's inac 
tion was blatant legal evasion 

Two federal statutes gave the 
Justice Department the power to 
prosecute public officials and lay 
enforcement officers who com 
mitted or conspired with others to 
commit acts of racial violence 
The statutes were enacted by Con 
gress immediately after the Civil 
War and were aimed at specifi 
cally punishing ractal attacks 
against blacks. Federal officials 
also could have prosecuted many 
of the lynch murders under the 
Lindbergh Act. passed in 1934 
which made the interstate trans- 
port of kidnapping victims a fed 
eral offense. 

When local police agencies 
could not handle interstate crimes 
such as bank robbery, auto theft, 
and fireworks sales. Congress 
passed new federal laws and the 
Justice Department enforced 
them. Congress and the White 
House rarsed no outery about 
states’ rights. constitutional vio- 
lations or federal limits of powel 
to curb these abuses 

The South has made much 
progress in purging the racial de 
mons Of Its past. State prosecu- 
tors in Mississippi convicted 
Byron de la Beckwith in 1994 for 
the 1963 murder of civil rights 
leader Medear Evers, and form\ 
Klan Imperial Wizard Sam Bow 
ers in 1998 for the 1965-firebomb 
murder of Misstssipp) NAACP 
ofticial Vernon Dahmer. And 
Bobby Frank Cherry. the last o! 
the alleged Birmingham church 
bombers. is now on trial. Two oth 
ers have been convicted. 

But other cases of racially 
motivated murders scream for 
closure. In 1959. Mack Charles 
Parker was seized from a Missis 
sippi jail by a group of armed 
White men. Parker was accused o! 
raping a white woman. The FB! 


had solid evidence that the mur

The conflict in the Middle 
East has spawned a worldwide 
propaganda campaign against [s- 
rael, and by extension, the Jew- 
ish people. not seen since millions 
of Europeans enthusiastically 
Welcomed Hitler's program to rid 
Unlike the 


Middle Ages. when Jews were 


the earth of Jews 


offered their lives if they re- 
nounced their faith, today's Jews 
are told they may keep their faith 
if only they forego the land 

To be a Jewish environmen- 
talist at this time is agonizing. The 


campaign against Israelis funded 
by Arab oil sold to the West. 
Members of several Jewish orga- 
nizations recently supported Bush 
administration efforts to open up 
pristine wilderness in Alaska to 
oil exploration as a way of 
untethering America from the 
OPEC noose. Bush's efforts have 
failed for the moment. but the im 
pulse to find domestic oil sources 
will notsoon go away. What does 
the ecologically minded Jew say 
to this impulse? 

Arab oil money supports a 
coterie of despots. ranging from 
the incompetent to the criminally 
insane. These oppressive regimes 
have funded a fanatical iteration 
of Islam (with an obsessive ha- 
tred of the West) as the only state- 
supported outlet for dire poverty 
and powerlessness, and they have 
bankrolled world terrorism as a 
sop to those who would otherwise 
foment revolution. Reaching a 
new low in the history of anti-hu- 
manism, they have gone so far as 
to lend the moral imprimatur of 
Islam to the transformation of 
human beings into human bombs, 
to distract their "citizenries” from 
their sorry plight. 

Elsewhere, from Europe to 


the Third World to America, the 
stereotypes.catchwords, Caricd- 
tures and myths that have been 
historically used to justify prun 
ing the ranks of the Jewish people 
(lest they propagate and grow 
strong) have been reeveled to jus 
ufy the delegitimization of the 
Jewish state and its ultimate oblit- 
eration 

Part of the tension the Jewish 
environmentalist feels is the ten 
sion between Jewish identities. It 
Is the tension between Judaism's 
universal voice. Which speaks to 
the world in a prophetic and all- 
embracing message of justice and 
redemption, and its voice of par- 
ticularity. which speaks to a 
unique Jewish destiny within the 
family of peoples. Jewish envi- 
ronmentalists represent the most 
universal of the Jewish identities 


— seeing the divine promise of 


justice as extending not only to 


the human family, but to all of 
creation. What are we Jewish en- 
Vironmentalists to say to our other 
identity, which is engaged in a 
battle for survival — the remnant 
of a remnant of a remnant Should 
we drill anywhere and every- 
where — in the last places of quiet 
left on the planet — in pristine 


places where possibility exists 
without purpose. far from the ty1 
anny of human names and expe- 
diencies? In temples not built by 
man. in great Visionary spaces 
Where a future Moses could look 
up with awe? 

Phe Jewish environmentalist 
listens for the divine breath that 
animates all that moves upon the 
face of the planet. Such a Jew 
knows that the West cannot end 
its addiction to oil by becoming 
more dependent on oil. 

To the contrary, we must 
bring to bear the entire w eight of 
governmental leadership and sub 
sidies. scientific and technologl- 
cal discoveries, and industrial in 
novation to the development ol 
renewable energy sources. 

This ts not news. It has been 
Known since at least the 1970s oil 
embargo. Western nations must 
also make conservation a national 
Imperative and develop an ethic 
of "non-waste” backed by sys- 
tems of production and transpor- 
tation that embody this priority

Geneva, Suiza (EFE).- The 
Swiss judge investigating the 
source of some $130 million in 
alleged drug-laundered money in 
accounts belonging to Raul Sa- 
linas. the brother of former Mex1- 
can President Carlos Salinas. has 
completed his report and recom- 
mended that it be sent to Mext- 
can authorities 

The funds, frozen in Swiss 
hank accounts, were allegedly 
collected in bribes trom drug trat- 
tickers. According to the judge's 
ruling, the monies are to remain 
in Switzerland. at least for the 
time being 

The Swiss press. meanwhile, 
reported on Wednesday that a 
witness Who was to testify in Ge- 
neva before Judge Paul Perraudin 
about Raul Salinas” activities had 
mysteriously disappeared 

The witness. identified as 
“Pedro.” never arrived at his des- 
tination. Authorities found his 
luggage but no trace of him, al- 
though two corpses — one show- 
ing evidence of torture and the 
other mutilated were found at 
that time at the Mexico City air- 
port 

The “Salinas affair’ began in 
1995 when Raul Salinas was ac- 


cused of laundering money appar- 


ently linked to Gulf drug cartel 
leader Juan Garcia Abrego, who 
was linked to Colombia's Cali 
cartel. 

The accusation stemmed 
from information provided by the 
U.S. Drug Enforcement Admin- 
istration (DEA), which warned 
Swiss authorities that a certain 
“Guillermo Gomez Gutierrez” — 
a name believed to be a pseud- 
onym for Raul Salinas — was 
suspected of managing illegal 
funds. 

Raul Salinas is serving a 27- 
year prison tern Mexico for 
masterminding the murder of Jose 
Francisco Ruiz Massieu, his 
former brother-in-law who was 
then secretary-general of the In- 
stitutional Revolutionary Party 
(PRD 

Carlos Salinas. meanwhile. 
has never been charged in the

On Tuesday. Salinas 
nalist from his Mexico City prison 
to refute accusations made by

from an investment fund he 
headed for some of his associates 
and was completely legitimate. 

In the letter, Raul Salinas said 
he refused to accept his convic- 
tion in Mexico, which he said was

Italia, es reconocido como un pro- 
lífico compositor que se distingue 
por usar en sus letras toda clase 
de metáforas del idioma italiano, 
Sus contemporáneos le considera- 
ban "un técnico musical”, no un 
artista en su arte.

Isaac Albeniz (1860-1909) el 
pianista y compositor español, 
fuera de su ópera Pepita Jiménez, 
la mayoría de las composiciones 
que escribió fueron para piano, no 
para voz.
